VICHY, Sept. 12 (AP). — The 
Vichy Government said tonight 
that French troops still were hold- 
ing their ground at Maevatanana, 
90 miles from Majunga, one of the 
three points where the British 
landed in their new operations in 
Madagascar.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
Paying a high price in planes and 
pilots, with better than one out of 
every five bombérs they send over 
shot down, the Japanese still are 
trying unsuccessfully to dislodge 
the American forces in the Solo- 
mons, the Navy reported tonight. 

The Japanese sent tow waves of 
26 bombers and one of 27 against 
the Guadalcanal installations on 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. 
Of these 79 bombers, 15 were de- 
stroyed, along with five of the 
Zero fighters supposed to protect 
them, bringing to 143 the number 
of. aircraft the Japanese: have lost 


in the Solomons fighting. 
Of the latest bag of 20, American 


anti-aircraft fire was not specified. 
If the Americans suffered any 
losses in these gerial combats, they 
were not reported. | 
The Japanese bomber losses of 
about 20 per cent on these raids 
compare with an average loss of 
about 5 per cent suffered by the 
British in their big bomber raids 
on Germany, and the vastly lower 
losses of American Flying fFor- 
tresses over occupied Europe. Only 
two .of the Fortresses. have been 
lost since they began action in mid- 
August. ' 
Destroyers Shell Positions. 

While these futile air attacks 
were made by day, Japanese de- 
stroyers prowled off-shore by night 
shelling the United States positions, 
“but no damage has resulted,” the 
communique said. 

On their own account, American 
dive-bombers made another attack 
yesterday on enemy installations 
en Gizo Island, in the western part 
of the New Georgia group of the 
Solomons, sinking a small ship and 
blasting buildings. The Americans 
had made a previous. attack there 
Sept. 6. 
The communique reported also 
that the Japanese were supplying 
their troops still fighting in the 
interior of Guadalcanal, using small 
boats which could sneak ashore un- 
detected at night, but that the Ma- 
rines, supported by divée-bombers 
and fighters, “continued to seek 
out and engage” these units.

Senate Hearings Planned 
for Tuesday—Cost of 
Uncontrolled Foods In- 
creases. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
A further round of conferences 
today failed to produce an agree- 
ment among Congressional lead- 
ers on terms of the _ legislation 
demanded by President. Roosevelt 
to curb inflation, but Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley of Kentucky 
predicted it would provide spe- 
cifically for control of wages as 
well as farm prices. 

Meanwhile a Labor Department 
survey showed sharp and unsea- 
sonal increases from July 15 to 
Aug. 15 in the price of foods 
exempt from control, with the cost 
of living index for large cities 


rising 0.4 per cent for that period. 
Sentiment among the Congres- 
sional conferees appeared to be 
that a brief resolution to author- 
ize the President to take the 
necessary action to hold down the 


cost of living, advocated by some 
House leaders, would be unaccept- 
able to many members of both 
chambers. 
‘Barkley reported that while “we 
haven't ruled out anything,” the 
proposal to give the President gen- 
eral powers over wages and farm 
prices was “not running very 
strong. now.” Wagner 
(Dem:.) New York, of the Senate 
Banking Committee said he did not 
believe the Senate would accept 
a bill “so general as not to con- 
tain a formula for both wages and 
farm prices.” 

‘Senators Barkley, Wagner and 
Brown (Dem.), Michigan, met late 
in the day with Chairman Stea- 
gall (Dem.), Alabama, of the 
House Banking Committee in what 
Barkley described as “a purely 
preliminary discussion.” Another 
session will be held tomorrow af- 
ternoon. 


“T wouldn’t want to predict any- 
thing at the moment, but I cer- 
tainly hope we'll be able.to intro- 
duce a bill by Monday,” Barkley 
said,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
Members of the Senate Finance

ENEMY CAMP BY 
SFA, BEACH AND 
THROUGH JUNGLE 


Americans Silenced Ma- 
chine-Gun Nests, Then 
Mowed Down Yelling 
Nipponese When They 
Counterattacked. 


HE Navy Department at 

Washington released Saturday 

the following account of a ma- 
rine patrol action in the Solomons 
written by a Marine Corps combat 
correspondent.

GUADALCANAL, Aug. 19 (De- 
most deter- 
mined and effective patrol actions 
yet attempted against the Japa- 
mese forces remaining on Guadal- 
canal has just been completed. 

Col. W. J. Whaling of Washing- 
ton, D. C., directed the action in 
‘which “several companies of Ma- 
rines drove down on Japanese con- 
centration points and inflicted 
heavy losses on the enemy. 

The plan of attack was as fol- 


Company “X,” commanded by 
Capt. William L. Hawkins of 
Bridgeport, Conn., moved along the 
beach road that leads from Ku- 
kum, 

Company “Y,” commanded by 
Capt. B. W. Hardy Jr. of Toledo, 
O., was transported in boats to the 
apanese camp. Col. Whaling ac- 


Company “Z,” under Capt. Ly- 
man Spurlock of Lincoln, Neb., 
penetrated deep into the jungle and 
assaulted the fortified enemy posi- 
tions. : 

Company “Z” made the main 
contact and wiped out the Japa- 
mése forces. Other companies 
helped make the action a success 
by keeping the Japanese troops 
occupied until Capt. Spurlock’s 
men had maneuvered into attack- 
ing position. — 

Brush in Jungle. 

The attack -was scheduled for 
this morning, “but Company “Z” 
had its first action late yesterday 
when it came upon a Japanese pa- 
trol in the jungle. Six Japanese 
were killed in the encounter. There

things up for the attackers. Short- 
ly the barrage lifted and Company 
“Xx” moved from its overnight 
bivouac to the Japanese right 
flank. 

This force was pinned down im- 
mediately by heavy machine-gun 
fire and sniping from the enemy 
line.

Meanwhile Company “Z” had be- 


gun closing in from its bivouac 
several hundred yards up in the 
hills. They soon encountered re- 
sistance, and from then on were 
almost constantly .in action. They 
fought their way through Japanese 
outposts, and Capt. Spurlock calm- 
ly organized his company front and 
established a firing line against 
the main Japanese position. 

Enemy forces were well dug in. 
They had trenches and machine 
gun nests and many snipers in 
the trees. Here again their un- 
canny ability at concealment was 
demonstrated. Lieut. John E. Fla- 
herty of Wilmington, Del., reports 
that while leading a platoon he 
was fired upon at least 50 times 
during the day by snipers without 
one. 

One of our lieutenants and ‘3 
runner, a private, were active in 
reconnaissance work, going well 
out ahead to scout enemy posses- 
sions. While they were moving in 
the open our observers saw the 
private shot and killed by a sniper. 
The lieutenant bent over the pri- 
vate to give aid and was also hit. 

Marine Gunner Edward 8. Rust 
of Detroit said he saw the lieuten- 
ant, although mortally wounded, 
fire on the sniper with his pistol.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
On the theory that anybody who 
thinks he can get a seat on a 
bus or street car in Washington is 
gullible enough to try anything 
once, the Office of Defense Trans- 
portation came up today with what 
it termed a “stand-sit” seat for 
crowded busses and trolleys. This 
war-inspired innovation will con- 
front the capital’s commuters in its 
first public appearance Sept. 21. 

The new-style seats will be 
spaced only 18 inches apart, from 
10 to 14 inches closer than is cus- 
tomary; will accommodate two peo- 
ple each, and increase the seating 
capacity of busses and street cars 
from 25 to 40 per cent. At the same 
time, each “stand-sitter” requires 
only aboutra pound and a half of 
steel, the only critical material in- 


volved in a “stand-sit,” the ODT 
said, the rest of it being made of 
wood. 

The purpose of the experiment is 
to find out whether folks can fit 
their frames into these new-fangled 
devices for the duration, or wheth- 
er they'd rather stand up. After 
each rush hour ride, printed cards 


| will be passed out to all patrons in 


order to get their reactions.

The North Side Education 
League, composed of about 30 per- 
sons, said in a resolution sent to 
the board yesterday that it was 
unpatriotic of the board to tempt 
Dr. Anderson with another job 
while he is directing the sale of 
war bonds in the country’s schools 
for the Treasury Department at a 
salary of $8000 a year.

Purnell suffered severe burns. 

Plant executives said Purnell, a 
veteran of more than 3500 hours 
in the air, was making a “routine 
test of the plane when he was 
forced to jump at high altitude due 
to a fire in the plane from un- 
known causes.”

ALLIES BOMB BIG 
NEW GUINEA BASE

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA 
Sept. 13 (Sunday) (AP), — Allied 
heavy and medium bombers, es- 
corted by’ fighters, struck one of 
the heaviest blows yet delivered in 
the Pacific yesterday when. they > 
blasted the Japanese invasion base, 
Buna, in Eastern New Guinea with 


28,000 rounds of cannon and ma- 
chine gun fire, a communique said 
today. 

In four bombing attacks, fol- 
lowing by seven strafing runs, the 
Allied airmen destroyed at least 
17 Japanese planes on the ground, 
in Dispersals Bay and on the run- 
way of an airdrome from which 
the enemy had been operating in 
the drive against Port Moresby. 

All anti-aircraft positions in the 
area were silenced, the communi- 
que said. 

Meanwhile, there was little ac- 
tion in the Owen Stanley Moun- 
tains, where the Japanese have ad- 
vanced to little more than 40 miles 
from Port Moresby, the big Allied 
base.

mediate removal of “restraints 


within the house-building industry” 
by changing Federal anti-trust and 
racketeering laws and strengthen- 
ing their enforcement in prepara- 
tion for an extensive home-build- 
ing program after the war. — 

In a study of the home construc- 
tion outlook after the war, the 
board said that the nation could 
use 900,000 1,200,000 new houses 
each year for 10 yearg following 
the conflict, The bulk of the new 
homes, the board advised, should 
be within the means of the lower- 
middle income group and available 
to “the farms, the small towns, 
and the independent, non-metropol- 
itan cities as well as the metro- 
politan areas.” 

This broad demand would make 
possible the development of a vast 
industry through factory produc- 
tion of panels and other units need- 
ed home construction, the board 
said. ; 

Board Was Created in 1939. 

The board was created in 1939 to 
recommend long-range plans to the 
President and Congress for fullest 
use of the country’s resources, Its 
chairman is Frederic A. Delano, 
uncle of President Roosevelt. 

‘“In an effort to’ protect them- 
selves against the uncertainties of 
the market and the weakness of 
management,” the board said, “sub- 
contractors in the separate trades 
frequently enter into agreements to 
maintain prices and control the 
distribution of work. Suppliers of 
material do the same thing. Often 
subcontractors and suppliers, and 
sometimes the materials manufac- 
turers as well,. all join in protec- 
tive combinations. Labor, follow- 
ing a similar course where it can, 
establishes its own restraints and, 
to solidify its position, often joins 
with the subcontractors’ combina- 
tion acting, through strikes and 
boycotts, as the enforcing agent. ... 

“The removal of industrial re- 
straints is an obvious first step 
toward industrial expansion.” 

Estimating that seven million of 
the 37 million dwellings of the. na- 
tion would be “ripe for replace- 
ment if we had a better means for 
providing attractive, low-priced 
houses,” the study said that “at 
least one million” additional new 
houses could be used and forma- 
tion of new families would further 
add to this need.- At least two mil- 
lion replacements were needed on 
farms alone. 

$3400 “Reasonable Average.” 
‘ The board cited $3400 as a “rea- 
sonably attainable average cost 
for a non-farm house” in a post- 
war program. 

Coincidentally, the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration made public 
figures showing the number of 
new houses under construction by 
private builders operating under 
the FHA program during the 
first eight months of this year 
was 105,987, of 49,596 less than in 
the like period last year. The de- 
cline was attributed to material 
shortages and elimination during 
recent months of all construction 
not essential to the war effort. 

The Resources Board, in addition 
to proposing removal of restraints 
on the house building industry, 
mentioned the following possibili- 
ties for immediate action” in fur- 
thering the building program: . 

Preparation by the Federal Gov- 
ernment of model building codes 
and pgoviding to localities facili- 
ties for consultation and testing. 

“Review of existing methods of 
corporate taxation with a view of 
providing, if possible, incentives to 
capital investment and expansion 
in new enterprises such as house 
building. 

“Support of the housing market 
as may be needed by the continued 
purchase by local housing authori- 
ties, under a co-ordinated federal 
program, of dwellings for the low- 
income groups. 

“Continuance of existing aids to 
mortgage investment, supplement- 
ed with measures designed to en- 
courage equity investment by fi- 
nancial institutions in rental hous- 


ing.”

It re- 
ported Russian relief attacks were 
repulsed and Soviet supply lines at- 
tacked heavily from the air. The 
Nazis also said their forces had 
broken through Russian positions 
along the Terek River in the Moz- 
'dok areas about 50 miles from the 
| Grozny oil fields.) 
Volkhoy Front. 


With Stalingrad perilously be- 
sieged, it was disclosed that an- 
other area of sharp fighting has 
\developed, in the area of Sinya- 
‘vino a railway town on the west 
‘side of the Volkhov river south- 
sit of Leningrad. The Russians 


disclosed they had begun an of- 
fensive there and had advanced. 
Then the Germans brought up 
large numbers of reserves and 
counterattacked, but were stopped 
and thrown back. 

“The enemy lost in killed and 
wounded about 5000 men,” the com- 
munique said. 

This Russian offensive on the 
Volkhov front probably was made 
possible by the shift of German 
troops to the Stalingrad area. The 
Soviet drive began several days 
ago, but were first announced Fri- 
day night. 

The first attack took three popu- 
lated points which the Nazis had 
fortified with 80 gun emplace- 
ments, the approaches of which 
were well mined. The Germans 
were thrown back several miles, 
but they quickly brought up re- 
inforcements to stem the advance. 
The Russians then attacked on 
the flanks, capturing a basic com- 
munication line. Nazi counter- 
attacks then increased. 

In the Caucasus, the Germans 
who captured Novorossisk attempt- 
ed to drive south along the nar- 
row passage between the moun- 
tains and the Black Sea. A high- 
way leads to Batum through the 
port of Tuapse and by seizing it, 
the Nazis might outflank the en- 
tire 18,000-foot Caucasus range and 
filter south of the mountains to- 
ward Baku on the Caspian. Tuapse 
is 75 miles south of Novorossisk. 


Reds Sink Submarine. 

The sinking of an enemy sub- 
marine in the Barents sea was 
announced by the Russians. No 
details were given. 

At the southern end of the 
front, in the Mozdok area where 
the snows of approaching winter 
already have fallen on the Cau- 
casian Mountains, the Russians 
said they were fighting the enemy 
on the southern bank of a river 
(presumably the Terek.) 

“Soviet artillerymen destroyed 
three mortar batteries and wiped 
out a company of enemy infan- 
try,” the communique said. ; 
Several] more settlements were 
seized by the Russians on the 
front west of Moscow and the Rus- 
sians said they beat off a deter- 
mined German attack on the out- 
skirts of a big town. Of 90° Nazi 
tanks that attacked, 49. were de- 
stroyed, the high command said. 
Strong, though not massive, plane 
flights supported the Germans. 
Nothing was reported directly 
from Rzhev, 130 miles northwest of 


Moscow, where the Reds last were 
said to be holding the northern out- 
skirts. 

Hungarian attacks in the Voro- 
nezh sector on the upper Don were 
reported repulsed in a two-day bat- 
tle west of the siver, The Germans 
apparently still occupy some posi- 
tions close to the city and the Rus- 
sians have been able to drive al- 
most directly behind them, 


GERMANS BOMBING 
RED SUPPLY LINES 


. 

BERLIN (From German broad- 
casts), Sept. 12 (AP).—The German 
high command reported today that 
“hard fighting was continuing in 
the fortifications” of Stalingrad. 

Its communique asserted all re- 
lief attacks by the Russians had 
been repulsed and that Soviet sup- 
ply communications were strongly 
attacked by Nazi airmen. Stalin- 
grad itself and airdrome installa- 
tions north .of the city also were 
reported bombed in night raids. 

The high command claimed the 
capture of the last Red Army fort 
south of Novorossisk. In the cen- 
tral Caucasus, the Germans report- 
ed a break-through and destruction 
of batteries by their forces along 
the Terek River front. 

Russian attacks “southeast of 
Rzhev, south of Lake Ladoga and 
from Leningrad,” were repulsed, 
the communique said. 

The Nazis mentioned Italian, Ru- 
manian, Hungarian, Croat and 
Spanish fighter planes as partici- 
pating with German flyers in ac- 
tion against the Russians. The 
high command asserted 171 Soviet 
planes were shot down by Axis 
flyers and anti-aircraft fire Sept. 
10 and 11 against 14 Nazi losses,

{Marine pilots downed 21 addi- 
tional Japanese and anti-aircraft 
fire accounted for 24 more.) 

Our aviators are convinced Ja- 
pan is short of trained carrier 
pilots and that it lost the cream 
of its carrier flyers when four car- 
riers were sunk at Midway. It is 
believed most of the Japanesena- 
val pilots who participated in the 
Pearl Harbor attack now have 
been killed. — 

Enemy pilots today made mis- 
take after mistake which cost 
them their lives. Their mistakes, 
plus our numerical superiority in 
the air over our own task force, 
accounted for our sweeping vic- 
tory. Furthermore, our pilots now 
are becoming thoroughly seasoned 
and trained in combat.

Attack on Japs 


While the Japanese were attack- 
ing our ships, American planes 
were having their inning with the 
enemy fleet. 


“This Jap carrier wasn’t as big 
a target as the Kaga and Akagi 
at Midway.

One hit was scored by the 
American Navy dive bomber 
quoted above.

Time to Carp. 


Not only is he all right as a 
source of food in these war-torn 
times, but the commission publicity 
department takes pains to tell you 
how to prepare the dait to catch 
the carp, then how to prepare the 
carp to eat the carp. 
E. P. Wise of Kansas City, who 
has caught several carp weighing 
from 18 to 30 pounds from Lake 
Lotawana in Jackson County, is 
the authority for the procedure. 
He uses doughballs on a No. 2-0 
bass hook with steel leader, a long 
cane pole and 100-pound test line. 
The dough-ball bait recipe, ac- 
cording to Wise: One cup of white 
flour, two teaspoons vanilla ex- 
tract, two to four saccharine tab- 
lets and white, long-fiber cotton. 
The cotton is worked into the 
dough and the mixture is kneaded 
until very tough. Balls are then 
made about one inch in diameter. 
Dropped into boiling water, they 
are left until] they float, usually 
about 10 minutes. Then they are 
removed and allowed to dry in 
the sun. When these are placed 
on the hook the point should be 
slightly exposed, 
The carp, frequenting muddy 
streams, lakes, sloughs and mud- 
bottoms, scorns live baits and arti- 
ficial] lures, but will take to that 
dough-ball, or perhaps worms and 
soaked corn kernels. They are 
bottom feeders, so the baited hook 
should be permitted to lie on the 
bottom of the stream or lake.

105,987 Dwellings 
Started in 8 Months 
Under FHA Program 


Construction of 105,987 new 
houses was started in the first 
eight months of 1942 by private 
builders operating under the FHA 
war housing program, Federal 
Housing Commissioner Abner H. 
Ferguson reports. 

In the corresponding period of 
1941, 146,583 houses were started 
under FHA inspection. The decline 
this year is attributed to materials 
shortages and elimination in recent 
months of construction -not essen- 
tial to the war effort. 

In August, 11,046 new houses 
were started under the FHA pro- 
gram compared with 11,573 in July 
and 22,356 in August, 1941. 

Applications filed in August for 
FHA mortgage insurance on new 
one-family to four-family war 
housing units numbered 13,408 and 
amounted to $61,361,250. This com- 
pared with 13,026 applications in- 
volving $59,890,565 filed in July 
and 24,122 applications totaling 
$111,258,990 filed in August, 1941.

Loans Totaling 
$6,000,000,000 


. Loans of more than $6,000,000,- 
000 by private lending institutions 
for the construction, purchase or 
repair of home properties have 


operations in June, 1934, : Federal

Ferguson reports. 

Through regular monthly pay- 
ments against principal and 
through prepayments, approxi- 
mately one-third of the total 
amount of FHA-insured loans re- 
ported to date has been paid off 
by the families and property own- 
ers participating in the program, 
Ferguson said. 

The private residential lending 
stimulated by the FHA program 
has involved almost 5,000,000 indi- 
vidual properties. These include 
approximately 980,000 one-to-four 
family homes financed by mort- 
gages exceeding $4,200,000,000 in 
original amount which were in- 
sured under Titles II or VI of the 
National Housing Act, and approx- 
imately 4,000,000 repair or modern- 
ization loans totaling more than 
$1,600,000,000 which were insured 
under Title I. In addition, mort- 
gages of approximately $145,000,- 
000 on large-scale rental housing 
projects have been insured, 

Since July 1, 1940, when the

Under Title I, more than 1,400,-

ANOTHER SHIP SENT DOWN 
IN ATLANTIC: TOTAL NOW 464 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) — 
Axis submarines sank another 
United Nations merchantman in 
the North Atlantic area, the Navy 
disclosed today, as Royal Canadian 
naval headquarters in Ottawa 
warned against “false optimism” 
in connection with a lessening of 
Ship losses during the summer. 

The battle of the Atlantic is “of 
far greater scope than ever before 
experienced,” the Canadians Said, 
and is being fought as relentlessly 
as ever. 

The latest U-boat victim, at- 
tacked late last month, boosted 
to 464 the Associated Press tally 
of announced Western Atlantic 
sinkings since America’s entry in- 
to the war. 

Survivors, in two lifeboats, drift- 
ed in the vicinity of the encounter, 
hoping to find two shipmates who 
were missing. Failing to locate 
them, the 61 crew members took 
supplies of food and water from 
rafts which had been released 
from the stricken vessel and rowed 
off. The seamen, adrift nearly 
three days, were picked up by a 
passing ship.

The building, of 
wood and steel construction, con- 
tained tanks filled with an inflam- 
mable solvent in which the high 
explosive being manufactured was 
subjected to steam under pressure.

Man’s Attempt to Solve the Riddle of the 
Flight of Birds. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


UMMER is waning and the songbirds 
are flying South. The thrush, that 
lately sang at twilight, has vanished 
with the wren, It will not return till 
springtime calls it North again. I saw a 
blue-winged teal on the river, a har- 
binger of flaming woods and flowers 
brown and sere. The bosky dell where 
catbirds dwell is fading and forsaken. 
So once again is posed the age-old 
riddie: What is the urge that guides 
the birds to lands afar when summer is 
gone? This fascinating question, always 
inexplicable, becomes’ more incomprehen- 
sible by thé revelation of Dr. E. Laurence 
Palmer of Cornell University, that birds 
hatched during the summer precede the 
adults in their autumnal migrations. 
The ancients, taking their clew from 
passing ducks and geese, concluded that, 
as these flocks follow a leader, the birds 
were ushered from North to South and 


back again by an old drake or gander | 


endowed with Solomonic wisdom, Such 
a theory, if true of ducks and geese, 
could apply to all birds. But Dr, 
Palmer refutes such a hypothesis; leav- 
ing only the conclusion that our little 
feathered neighbors are endowed with a 
travel instinct denied to man.

During the past 40 years, bird-banding, 
encouraged by the United States Govern- 
ment, has revealed much hitherto un- 
known information about birds, their 
habits and their movements. 

Approximately one million records, 
concerning almost every species, have 
been obtained. Among the amazing rev- 
elations is that birds occasionally span 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

A gull, banded at the Farne Islands, 
Northumberland, England, in June, 1923, 
was killed in Newfoundland in August, 
1924. An American tern, banded off the 
coast of Maine July 3, 1913, was found 
dead at the mouth of the Niger River, 
British West Africa, in August, 1917. 

Birds banded in North America have 
been captured in South America, and 
gome reveal great flights in compara- 
tively short periods of time. The stories 
told by bird-banding are especially inter- 
esting to nature students. It may sur- 
prise the uninformed to know that the 
little feathered songsters that nested in 
the shrubs on the front lawn this year 
will spend the coming winter south of 
the Rio Grande, and return next spring 
and nest in the front yard, if not in 
the same bush where they reared ‘their 
families this year. 

Bird-banding was known in the Old 
World more than 200 years ago. A gray 
heron was captured in Europe two cen- 
turies ago that had metal tags on its 
legs, placed there in Turkey. These 
bands gave a fairly complete record of 
the bird’s movements over a period of 


years. ‘ . 2 


Hundreds of people in the United 
States have received permits from the 
National Government to band birds. Wil- 
liam I. Lyon of Waukegan, Il., captured 
and tagged more than 5000 birds in a 
single year, and more than a score of 
others banded in excess of 1000 birds in 
one year. 

Different species of birds follow dif- 
ferent courses in their pilgrimages from 
North to South and vice versa, few 
crossing the Rocky Mountains, but many 
span the turbulent Gulf of Mexico. 
Some travel to the northernmost parts of 
North America, and spread out from 
Alaska to Hudson Bay to rear their 
young. In the fall they congregate in 
the Labrador region and migrate South. 

The tiny hummingbird crosses the 
Gulf of Mexico, flying over the open sea 
where its width is 700 miles. Many birds 
are lost in storms, but such tragedies 
do not cause them to deviate from the 
path they have set out to follow in their 
persistent determination to neighbor 
with us. 

A scientist, speaking to a group of 
gavants in Chicago, said: “There's a 
force in the world, we know not what; 
doing something, we know not how.” 
Perhaps he had in mind the realm of the 
birds, which man cannot possibly under- 
stand, much less mess up, And thanks, 
many thanks, for that. °

Family of Seven Reduces Food Rations. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
E were interested in the letter by 
“Housewife.” We are a family of 
seven, five of whom are children and the 
youngest is nine months. 

‘We find it extremely difficult to meet 
the rising food prices. For instance, 
our grocer tells us it is hard to obtain 
peanut butter and if he stocked it he 
would have to retail it at 55 cents a 
quart. Now I always wnderstood this 
country had a surplus of peanuts. 

We are constantly told to feed our 
children and working men protective 
foods such as milk, butter and eggs. 
(Even bread is higher; we mothers are 
not fooled by the smaller loaf.) 

IT have had to reduce our rations to 
half and use a substitute instead of the 
once well-liked butter. In Illinois, we 
pay a 2 per cent sales tax, If the Gov- 
ernment puts a tax on these things, our 
children will suffer.

To make this policy effective, Mr. Churchill has 
put Mohandas K. Gandhi in jail. It is a very 
nice jail—a palace, in fact, with tiger skins on the 
floor, period furniture and a bell pull for the but- 
ler. It is so nice a jail and so much gaudier than 
Gandhi's own house—a mud hut—that the jailer 
had to clear Gandhi's bedroom of the Louis XIV 


bed, the Gobelin tapestry and the Persian rugs to 


make the Congress party leader feel at home. 

It is a peculiar situation. Mr. Churchill has the 
police force on his side. Mr. Gandhi has only the 
force of ideas on his side. Mr. Churchill is fighting 
ideas with force. Perhaps that is the way to do it. 
We do not know. Sometimes, in a very difficult sit- 
uation, the police can do wonders. But we are 
rather skeptical about the police power in this in- 
stance. 

Mr. Churchill wants to win the war and Mr. 
Gandhi perversely chooses this very moment, when 
Britain is embarrassed, to put over his lifelong 
fight for India’s freedom. It is, from Mr. Church- 
ill’s standpoint, a dirty trick, and a lot of Ameri- 
cans agree with him. Of course, these same Amer- 
icans might blush a bit if they remembered that 
our forefathers did the very same thing in the Rev- 
olutionary War of 1776-83. In that period, when 
we fought the British from Concord and Lexington 
to the surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown, the 
mother country was very busily engaged elsewhere. 
Our forefathers took advantage of her embarrass- 
ment. ) 

Before the war began and before all of our ideas 
were necessarily influenced by the need for victory, 
a great American reporter—John Gunther—described 
Gandhi in these words: “Mr. Gandhi,” who is an 
incredible combination of Jesus Christ, Tammany 
Hall and your father, is the greatest Indian since 
Buddha. Indeed, he is already literally worshiped 
by thousands of his people. I have seen peasants 
kiss the sand his feet have trod.” 

Since Gandhi is the man we have to deal with, 
so far as India is concerned (and India may mean 
the whole Far East), it is worth comparing this 
estimate of Mr. Gunther’s with the cheap wisecracks 
about Gandhi current in the United States. For 
example, in this week’s Saturday Evening Post, we 
find the following lines’ under a photograph of 
Gandhi: 

“As a journalist, this chocolate-colored Mickey 
Mouse is a combination of Dorothy Thompson 
and Dorothy Dix. He advises young ladies on 
their conduct, tells Churchill how to run the war. 
For India, he is the most important man alive.” 

To call Gandhi a chocolate-colored Mickey Mouse 
is, of course, very funny. It is a scream. It is on 
a par with the intellectual level of a good many 
idea-starved American cartoonists who, ignoring the 
tremendous stakes for the United States in the In- 
dia question, picture the Indian leader as a comic

So it behooves us all to find out what makes Mr. 
Gandhi tick and to find out why he is so beloved 
by his people that they are willing to “kiss the sand 
his feet have trod.” Maybe Mr. Gandhi has some- 
thing, despite his appearance, which so convulses 


the Saturday Evening Post and the minor league | 
cartoonists. There is no great secret about Gandhi's 


power. He has given up all of the pleasant and 
comfortable things of life to fight for his country’s 
independence and, although a high-caste Hindu him- 
self, for the independence of the most despised “un- 
touchable” who picks up crumbs in the filthiest ba- 
zaars of Calcutta. After receiving his legal educa- 
tion in London, Gandhi gave up a $25,000-a-year law 
practice in South Africa to fight the batties of his 
people. 

We like Mr. Churchill and we like Mr. ‘Gandhi. 
We wish the two could get together. They are both 
great spirits, and it is too bad they cannot under- 
stand each other. For the lack of such an under- 
standing, the British may lose India. If they lose 
India—and we are selfish about this—it may take 
many more years and many more American lives 
to win this war. .We don’t want American lives 
to be sacrificed as a result of the stupidity and stub- 
bornness of statesmen. We think that is murder 
in the first degree. 

Of course, this is not to ignore various other aspects 
of the Indian question. We know there are vari- 
ous minority groups in India, including the large 
minority of Moslems, who hate the Hindus and are 
opposed to Gandhi. We know that Churchill, be- 
set with the cares of state, is impatient with the 
goat-milk drinker who talks dreamily of non-vio- 
lent non-co-operation, especially since Churchill has 
reason to believe that the Jap fifth columnists are 
doing their stuff in India. These and many other 
complications make the India problem a supreme 
test of statesmanship. 

Is statesmanship incapable of meeting the chal- 
lenge? In a time of ghastly crisis, aren’t Churchill 
and Gandhi capable of collective bargaining? Is 
the Far East to be lost because a crusty Britisher 


and a stubborn Hindu can’t get together? Well, the. 


Commandos met a crisis in Dieppe the other day 
and died on the barbed wire, and the Marines met 
a crisis at Makin Island and some of them died, 
too. Churchill and Gandhi don’t have to die. They 
merely have to talk it over and arrive at a civilized 
agreement. 

We think it would be a fine thing if Churchill 
told the turnkey to let Gandhi out of jail. We think 
it would be a fine thing if Churchill, fortified by. 
a good bottle of his favorite Scotch whisky, and 
Gandhi, fortified by a beaker of goat’s milk, would 
sit cross-legged on a mat and settle the problem 
like the two great men that they are.

CONGRESS MOVES ON THE POLL TAX. 

The President will shortly sign the soldiers’ vote 
bill, a notable measure not only because it preserves 
the franchise of men in service, but also because 
it exempts them from poll-tax payment as a voting 
requirement. In passing this bill, Congress made 
the first Federal move against the undemocratic 
system which keeps an estimated 10 million citizens 
away from the polls in eight Southern states. It re- 
moved one phase of the poll-tax injustice over the 
violent opposition of the Southern bloc, and despite 
the frenzied statement by Representative Rankin of 
Mississippi: “You are planting dynamite under 
the structure of this Government. God save the 
Republic!” 

This, of course, is poppycock. The structure of 
this Government is democratic, and the charging of 
a fee for the voting privilege is highly undemocrat- 
ic. The sooner the poll tax is abolished, not only 
for service men but also for the poor whites and 
Negroes at home whom it disfranchises, the better 
for the Republic.

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A WARNING FROM MR. MORGENTHAU. 

Secretary Morgenthau recently reported that war 
bond sales had fallen below the Treasury’s quotas 
for the last three months.

It would be preferablé, of course, for the volun- 
tary plan to be continued, but in order to attain the 
quotas, there must be more buyers and bigger pur- 
chases.

The Menace of Conservatism 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


World is imperiled by those content with their lot, who favor no 
change till they must, Princeton Dean says; perils of radicalism 
grow “because conservatism dams the stream too long”; urges 
youth not to settle down complacently, but to think of others’ needs. 


From a Sermon at Riverside Church, New York, by Dr. Robert Russell Wicks, 
Dean of Princeton University Chapel. 


HERE have always been two ultimate 
groupings of humanity. There are the 
people who are fascinated by the future, 
and there are the people who are attached 
to the past. One group lives on the assump- 
tion of change; the other on the assumption 
of the status quo. 3 
Society seems able to reproduce a suf- 
ficient number of both types to maintain 
an unceasing conflict between the two, But 
those who are dominated by the power of 
the future have the advantage in the testing 
of time, because they have behind them the 
greatest forces at God’s command: the un- 


| rest of the masses and the idealism of youth. 


Today ours is a world imperiled by con- 
servatism. We are hearing much of the 
perils of radicalism. But these perils grow 
because conservatism dams the stream too 
long. Let me describe the kind of con- 
servatism that I mean. 

It is not the conservatism of the earnest, 
practical man, who is willing to see change 
but who insists that ideals shall keep at 
least in sight of facts, No, it is a con- 
servatism best described in a picture. 

You will remember in the story of our 
Lord’s passion week, how it says that while 
Jesus was in the judgment hall, Peter was 
sitting by the fire warming himself. While 
the greateissue of right.and wrong hung in 


the balance, he was simply looking after’ 


Peter. He was not opposed to Jesus, nor 
for Him heart and soul. He was keeping at 
a safe distance, taking care of himself, 

” . 7 


That is the kind of conservatism which 
is blocking the progress of the world. It is 
found among those who are sufficiently 
comfortable to be content with their lot. 
It exists in people who favor no change 
until they must. Such conservatives are 
not opposed to improvement, nor will they 
promote it. Their inertia invites some dis- 
turbing force to move them. ; 

Huxley once said that there was just one 
class of people whom he could not endur 
—the people who were “neither for God not 
for the devil, but for themselves.” Horace 
Bushnell had this same group in mind when 
he said that the progress of righteousness 
was delayed, not by being opposed, but by 
being “sat upon.” Benjamin Kidd reminds 
us that all the reforms which have been 
the blessing of England-in the last century 
were originally opposed by the cultured and 
comfortable people. 

Men bid us beware of the radicals. That 
negative program is always easy to advo- 
cate. And far be it from any of us to 
approve of all that the radical represents. 
But in a world where evolution and change 
are the law of life, the radical who wants 
movement is not the only one to be feared. 
An equally dangerous group in a moving 
world is the gréup which wants to stand 
still. This group creates the desperation 
which it deplores. 

The violence of the radical is the outcome, 
in part, of the inertia of the conservative 
who would marshal the power of law itself 
against the inevitable process of change. 
And when law defends inertia, it opens the 
way for lawlessness, 

You young men go out into a world where 
the crisis of the nations might be summed 
up in this question: Can we move the 
conservative far enough before the radical 
moves too far? 

Your chief danger will be that the native 


energy of your idealism will be weakened 
by a daily fraternizing with the very foe 
you wish to oppose. Everywhere in life, in 
politics, industry, religion, you will find 


people who favor no change until they must. 


They are among your friends. They are 
people of personal] rectitude, often chari- 
table to a fault and deeply religious in their 
private life. You will find that their re- 
spectable condition in life will be your 
own subtle temptation. 

The person who has attained a comfort- 
able home and an equally comfortable in- 
come is not in a hurry to think that there 
is anything wrong with the world. His 
condition tends to slow down his thoughts 
about change. But those with no home 
worthy of the name, and with an income 
which keeps them on the precarious edge 
of poverty, they are just in the mood to 
think about change. Their condition tends 
unduly to hurry up their thinking. 

This is why humanity is always “renewed 
from the bottom.” Not because the wisest 


people are there—they are generally forced. 


farther up toward the top; but because a 
discontented mind can be made to think of 
change sooner than a contented one.

It is so easy to settle down and take care 
of yourself, and not worry until you must. 
Society will not complain if you do. You 
can perform the duties which custom pre- 
scribes. You can develop a charming 
personality and behave yourself most seem- 


ly withal; and, before you know it, be a. 


stagnant, inert member of society helping 
to create the desperation which grows 
around you, 

Into this situation a college man should 
bring the contribution of a disciplined mind. 
The difference between a disciplined and an 
undisciplined mind ig this: One is naturally 
inclined to seek truth, and the other to hold 
opinion. Your college has endeavored to 
train you, not to hold an opinion as 4 man 
who clings to a “chip off the block of ab- 
solute truth,” but as a man who is seeking 
for more truth which might, at any time, 
modify the little he already has. 

Alas! How many college people have 
ceased to be seekers of truth! They have 
become mere holders of opinions. They bor- 
row a one-sided view from a biased paper. 
They absorb the prejudiced talk of their set. 
They see everything from the angle of their 
class or profession. They live on the un- 
tested ideas of others. 

But let it not be so with you. With a 
mind disciplined to live up to the facts, 
make it your business to condemn no man 
on the evidence of his enemies. Go back 
to the man himself. Read his thoughts, 
earnestly desiring to get his point of view. 
Try to look at things as they would appear 
if you stood in his place, 

Thus you may become more than a critic. 
You may become an interpreter of the life 
of your time. To embrace in your sympathy 
and understanding the thoughts of all sorts 
and conditions of men—this should be your 
ambition and service. ,

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shirt costs $3.50 to $4, Shoes are 
much higher than in the United 
States. 

Laundries suffer severely from 
shortage of labor and accordingly 
require a week to do the washing 
entrusted to them. They © call 
once a week to deliver what they 
picked up the week previously and 
to take a new bundle of laundry. 

Garden and orchard produce has 
been particularly abundant this 
summer, so that Britons have eat- 
en better than at any time since 
the early part of the war. Amer- 
ican food supplies have also helped 
eke out the English rations appre- 
ciably—specially as regards meat, 
butter, cheese and dried fruits. 


Plenty of Milk. 


Good pasturage and careful dis- 
tribution provided the English 
with all the milk they wanted 
this summer but during the win- 
ter it will have to be given mostly 
to children and sick people. My 
hosts insisted on feeding me an 
egg for breakfast which meant 
that some member of the family 
went without his, because each 
person is entitled to one egg a 
week. One tin of egg powder is 
available per person per month 
to supplement this ration. 

Meat is distributed by price 
rather than weight. Each person 
is entitled to 24 cents worth of 
meat a week. The careful house- 
wife avoids beefsteak, which costs 
36 cents a pound. When my hosts 
confronted me with a joint I knew 
they, were going to go without 
meat for many days to come, but 
that "is characteristic English hos- 
pitality. 

There is a quarter of a pound 
of bacon available to each person 
each week. In the summer fish 
are usually plentiful and can be 
had without coupons, as can rab- 
bits, chicken and game, The lIat- 
ter are very expensive. A family 
can supplement its ration by buy- 
ing liver, sweetbreads, kidney, 
sausage, oxtongue and oxtail, 
which are sold without coupon 
whenever the butcher can get 
them. 


The family can get all the bread 
it desires but it is made of dark 
flour containing considerable 
roughage. White flour is available 
only to certain types of invalids 
on a doctor’s prescription. The 
sugar ration is eight ounces a 
week. In addition, one pound of 
preserves or honey may be had 
each month. 

If some member of the family 
is fortunate enough to be on hand 
when the baker puts his cakes on 
sale the diet is correspondingly 
enriched, There are usually queues 
in front of the bakers’ shops about 
the time cake: are expected. 
Queues also form at the pet shops 
when cats’ meat arrives, around 
fruit stalls, or when it is rumored 
that face cream may be bought. 
Soap and candy are rationed. 
Queues for busses may be 75 feet 
long and two feet deep. 


No Gasoline for Autos. 

Before the war my hosts made 
much use of their car, but they are 
glad they sold it some time ago. 
It is now impossible for families 
such as theirs to obtain any gaso- 
line. Every member of the family 
bicycles or walks to reach destina- 
tions not requiring a train ride. 
There are no taxicabs available in 
their suburb. The trains are us- 
ually crowded so that it may be 
necessary to stand most of the 
journey. 

When members of the family 
write letters they use both sides 
of the paper and usually use ,en- 
velopes of letters addressed to 
them. It is patriotic to paste a 
sticker permitting a fresh address 
on a used envelope. The acute 
scarcity of paper has necessitated 
discontinuance of wrapping by all 
merchants. 

My hosts have taken a London 
daily paper for years, so the local 
news agent is able to provide one 
daily. If the family moved to a 
new neighborhood it might have 
to forego its newspaper. The news 
agents cannot obtain as many 
copies as they have orders for. 
Having a spare room in the 
house, my friends have been re- 
quired to rent it to a billeteé, a 
single man assigned to war work 
in the vicinity. No choice is given 
the householder in this respect, 
but the billetee must pay a reasgon- 
able rental, : >

I spent the next week end in the 
home of another family with whom 
I also have long been well ac- 
quainted.

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Germans Weary 
Of War, Letters 
_To Russia Show 


People Complain 
About Air Raids, 
Lack of Food.

MOSCOW, Sept. 12. 
HAT are people in Germany 
W thinking and saying about 
the war? 

Here, in Moscow, it is possible 
to: get an authentic sampling of 
at least some of the things Ger- 
man civilians are thinking and 
saying because hundreds of let- 
ters from home have, been found 
on the bodies of Nazi dead. In 
some places along the Central and 
Northwestern fronts, whole sacks 
of mail from Germany have been 
seized by the Russians in recap- 
tured points. The letters, always 
written on very poor paper, are 
postmarked from all sections of 
greater Germany. The following 
are typical excerpts from some of 
these letters from Hitler’s Reich, 
which I have just read, 

From Goettingen. a German wife 
wrote to a soldier named Albert: 
“A special communique today 
about Tobruk. Wonderfyl. Tomor- 
row it’s one year of war in the 
East. Let’s hope the war in Rus- 
sia will be finished this year. If 
our submarines do as well next 
year, Britain will be ripe for the 
debacle.” — 

Raid ‘a Terrible Blow.’ 

On June 27, a mother writing 
to a private named Helmuth, on 
the Northwestern Soviet front, 
said: “I’ve done everything to get 
you a cigarette lighter and tooth- 
paste, but it’s impossible at any 
price. I got writing paper but no 
envelopes.” 

On May 11, the mother of Pvt. 
Heinzof, Twenty-third German In- 
fantry Regiment serving on the 
Leningrad front, wrote from Ham- 
burg: “Last Monday night Tomi 
(British) struck a terrible blow. 


shot up 500 or 600 feet above burn- 
ing buildings. In Lietrechstrasse 
everything was burned up to our 
house,” 


A grandfather, writing Corp. 
Adolf Schwartz on the Kalinin 
front from Eisenstadt, said: 


“You'll be astonished, when you 
come home on leave, how every- 
one has changed. I’ve lost 16 
pounds and some of our friends as 
much as 40 pounds.” 

* From Dresden the wife of Sergt. 
Otto Flack wrote: “We _ didn't 
think you'd be in Russia so long. 
You remember, you thought you'd 
be going into Moscow in March. 
Unfortunately, it seems you only 
keep marching in Russia.” 


Hopes for Last Phase. 

From a letter of June 14 to an 
unknown soldier: “Let’s hope that 
the last phase of the war in Russia 
is opening. I think as you do. 
When we finish with the Russians, 
the war will practically be over. 
~ » . We are working on the re- 
construction of Lubeck. The Giese 
firm has the contract but we lack 
specialists.” 

A letter dated June 2 from Hans 
to Lieut. Hergart Jaeger: “How 
can I write persona] things when 
I hear 100 bombers passing over- 
head. We feel so miserable, so 
depressed. It's an idiotic sensa- 
tion. It’s pitiful to see handfuls’ 
of German planes against this 
mass. Really, it's time you finished 
everything in the East—at least, 
we could get planes from there.

NAZIS’ SUPPLY PR 


OBLEM SIMPLIFIED

HE capture of Novorossisk 
T seems likely to simplify the 

German transport and supply 
problem in the North Caucasian 
area. The harbor is the best on 
the Caucasian shore from _ the 
Kerch Strait to the Turkish fron- 
tier. .Rail and road connections 
with the interior, especially the 
former, are ample; there is a di- | 
rect line to Stalingrad and con-| 
nections by way of Krasnodar to) 
Baku, as well as the coastal line 
to Batum, With Novorossisk as an 
advance base and supply depot, thes 
Germans will be in a much better 
position than formerly, as far as 
supplies are concerned, to conduct 
large-scale military operations in 
the Caucasian area,’ provided they 
can solve the problem of supplying 
Novorossisk itself by sea. 

Their first need will be to col- 
lect enough small craft of various 
sorts to keep a maritime shuttle 
service running between Novoros- 
sisk and Kerch (80 miles) or be- 
tween Novorossisk and Feodosia 
(120 miles). These two ports are 
in the Crimea and have direct rail 
connections with German-occupied 
Russia and with Germany itself. 
It is to be presumed that by this 
time the German engineers have 
altered the gauge of the Crimean 
railways so that standard gauge 
trains can be run from Germany 
all the way to Kerch and Feodosia. 


Protection Is Available. 

However, the problem of assem- 
bling enough shipping is only part 
of the task. That shipping must 
be adequately protected on its 
short coastwise run to Novorossisk. 
The greater part of the run can 
be made at night, thus utilizing the 
cover of darkness. Air escort can 
be provided and this willibe espe- 
cially useful im the field of recon- 
naissance, since wide daylight 
sweeps over the adjacent waters 
should be able to detect the ap- 
proach of Russian warships from 
the southward in time to give 
warning of impending attacks on 
the night-running convoys. 

The convoys themselves can be 
escorted by motor torpedo boats, 
of which the Germans are believed 
to have a number in tthe Black 
Sea. They also have a few small ' 
submarines. which were brought 
down the Danube in sectiéns and 


'radium of action of the 


assembled at Rumanian and Bul- 
garian ports. These have a limited 
radius of action, but with Novoros- 
sick as an advance base, they 
might be able to operate effective- 
ly against the Russian Black Sea 
fleet. The latter would not be able 
to attack the coastal convoys with- 
out bringing its ships within the 
German 
shore-based bombers, so that even 
if considerable damage is done to 
the convoys at first, a process of 
attrition may be set up which will 
reduce the Russian naval strength 
progressively as time goes on. 

It must be remembered that the 
Black Sea fleet, unlike most navies, 
is in the unfortunate position of 
being unable to replace ships which 
are lost, and is finding increasing 
difficulty in repairing those which 
are seriously damaged. 


Fleet Action Restricted. 

It is to be presumed that the 
floating dock which was brought 
to Novorossisk from Nikolaev has 
now been removed to a port far- 
ther down the coast, but all such 
ports are unsatisfactory as regards 
shelter and accommodations. The 
harbor of Batum, for example, is 
little better than an open road- 
stead, and the whole of it is abso- 
lutely unsafe for shipping during 
the westerly gales of a Black Sea 
winter. 

The harbor of Poti affords better 
shelter from these gales, but is dif- 
ficult to approach while they are 
blowing. 

There can be little doubt that the 
Joss of Novorossisk has sharply re- 
stricted the freedom of action of 
the Black Sea fleet at the same 
time that it has given the Germans 
their first good advance base in 
the Caucasian region. 

It does not seem probable that 
the Germans will attempt a sea- 
borne attack upon Batum from 
Novorossisk; this, with the Black 
Sea fleet still in being, would ap- 
pear to be a risk hardly justified 
by existing conditions. An attempt 
to push down the coastal road from 
Novorossisk toward Batum, sup- 
ported by infiltrations through the 
mountains, is conceivable; but the 
first snows are falling in the Cau- 
casus, the passes will soon be 
choked with snow, and all opera- 
tions in this terribly difficult coun- 
try seems likely to become, if not 
impossible, at least painful, uncer- 
tain and slow in development.

S mid-September approaches 
Asn the Arctic night begins to 
lengthen into complete dark- 
ness of winter, the long convoy 
route from the United States and 
the British Isles to Northern Rus- 
sia—a veritable death trap during 
the white nights of summer — 
again is becoming a feasible chan- 
nel for supplying the Red Armies. 
Allied statesmen have made it 
clear that supplies will continue to 
be rushed to the Sdviet Union by 
all possible means and it is as- 
sumed that the northern route will 
be used to the fullest extent when 
conditions make it possible. The 
absence of any recent news about 
convoys en route to Northern Rus- 
sia must be attributed to the fact 
that such operations are rendered 
virtually impossible when they 
must be made in the constant day- 
light of the Arctic summer. 
Already there are féur and one- 
half hours of darkness at 70 de- 
grees north and this rapidly will 
increase until Dec. 1, when there 
will be 15 or 16 hours of total 
darkness and it is never broad 
daylight. These conditions will 
continue until mid-January, when 
the nights will again decrease.

This may not be the best time 
for a Japanese attack on Siberia, 
from the point of view of the Japa- 
nese, but Russians do not for that 
consider it an impossibility or even 
an improbability. 

Shigenori Togo’s resignation as 
Foreign .Minister in the Tojo cab- 
inet, revealed that there existed, 
as had long been suspected, a di- 
vision of opinion among Japanese 
leaders as to the future conduct 
of Japan’s military operations. It 
seemed to imply that Tojo was to 
have his way and, as he has long 


‘been known as an open advocate 


of war with Russia, it has been 
surmised that a Japanese attack 
against Siberia might be closer at 
hand than at any time in the 
last 11 years when such an attack 
has always been a possibility. 


Major Drive Indicated. 

For several months past, since 
Japan gained possession of the 
Dutch East Indies, Japanese mili- 
tary activities have been limited 
in their scope, although there have 
been ample indications that Japan 
was preparing for a major drive 
either North against Siberia, or 
South against India. The factors, 
both for and against an attack on 
Russia from the East, which have 
confronted Japanese leaders and 
apparently caused a rift in the 
Japanese leadership, may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

Japanese considerations favoring 
an attack against Siberia: 

1. The German advance to Stal- 
ingrad, key industrial city of the 
Caucasus. It has been reported 
here, from what appears to be an 
authoritative source, that Japan 
has resisted German pressure to 
attack Russia from the East, pre- 
ferring to wait until the Germans 
captured Stalingrad and formed a 
front along the Volga River. Evi- 
dently the Germans have led the 
Japanese to believe that the cap- 
ture of Stalingrad would deal an 
almost fatal blow to the Russians 
from which both Axis partners 
might profit. 


Weather Element. 

2. The Japanese must act quickly 
now if they are to gain their major 
objectives in Eastern Siberia be- 
fore real winter sets in about the 
middle or end of October. The 
weather element is, of course, im- 
portant, but it may be overshad- 
owed by developments in the gen- 
eral picture of the war. 

From past indications it would 
seem that the Japanese do not like 
to fight in cold weather. During

3. If the Japanese wait until 
spring, they can expect American 
preparations to be .much further 
developed and an attack on Si- 
beria then may expose Japan's 
cities to much greater retribution 
in the form of attacks from the 
air from Siberian bases only 600 
or 700 miles away. This has been 
one of Japan's greatest fears for 
years past. The Doolittle raid 
gave the Japanese a sample of 
what they may expect continuous- 
ly if they attack Russia. 

German Pressure. 

4. German pressure on the West- 
ern Front is reported to have 
caused the Russians to withdraw 
some of their troops from the 
East. If the Japanese wait until 
the Germans are bogged down 
again the Russians may be able to 
strengthen their Siberian front 
again. 

Factors which weigh with the 
Japanese against an attack on Si- 
beria at this time, include: 

1. Turmoil in India, which Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill told the House of Com- 
mons on Thursday, was stirred up 
by Japanese Fifth Columnists, is 
a temptation for the Japanese to 
turn South rather than North. 

2. The monsoon season, due to 
end about September 15, makes 
this an opportune time for an at- 
tack against India. 

3. Japanese seizure or extension 
of control over India would cut 
the last route of supplies to China. 
Since the cutting of the Burma 
Road, supplies have been flown to 
Chiang Kai-Shek by a ferry serv- 
ice from India. 

Forces Widely Scattered. 

There are other factors, too, but 
they point equally against any 
further extension ef Japanese op- 
erations either North or South, 
They include: 

1. The fact that Japan’s forces 
are spread pretty thinly over a 


vast expanse of territory, extend- . 


ing all the way from the northern 
border of Manchuria to Singapore, 
at the tip of the Malayan Penin- 
sula, and around the bend into the 
Indian Ocean. Any further major 
adventure, either North or South, 
would spread the forces even 
thinner. 

2. American attacks in the Sol- 
omon Islands and in the Aleu- 
tians are creating a diversion 
which may lead the Japanese to 
hesitate before engaging them- 
selves in a new large scale ven- 
ture from which they could not 
retreat. 

There is no doubt that Jap- 
anese ambitions and plans include 
Eastern Siberia in their scope. 
The Japanese feel that no East 
Asian empire would be safe so 
long as Viadivostok remains “a 
dagger” pointed at their rear. The 


question is not whether they in- 
tend to attack Russia, but when 
they will do so. 


Always Dangerous. 

At any time convoy operations 
through the northern seas are 
risky and it was due only to the 
greatest of good luck that so many 
were carried out in the autumn of 
1941 and the winter of 1941-42 
without loss. In gauging the ex- 
tent of Allied contributions to Rus- 
sia since it was attacked by Ger- 
many, many critics of the Allied 
nations appear to have overlooked 
the price already paid by them in 
maintaining this pipeline and their 
willingness to carry on the job 
even under most difficult circum- 
stances. 

Reports from American and 
British correspondents stationed 
in Moscow indicate that Russian 
minds continue to concentrate on 
the more dramatic and potent pos- 
sibility—a @econd front in Europe 
—and they leave no doubt that 
Russian démands are growing in 
intensity. The concentrated Ger- 
man assault on Stalingrad is for 
them the final and conclusive ar- 
gument in favor of an Allied blow 


-in the West now. No explanations 


or promises which Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill may have given 
Premier Joseph Stalin during his 
recent visit to Moscow seem to

Battle Japanese in New Guinea 


Elite Corps of Jungle Fighters Being Devel- 
oped in Equatorial Rain Forests of — 
| Owen Stanley Range.

SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA, 
Sept, 12.—In lonely forests of per- 
petual rain, 6000 feet above the 
seas that flank New Guinea's east- 
ern peninsula, Australian and Jap- 
anese troops are carrying On a 
deadly struggle for tactical posi- 
tions upon several gully-rippled, 
parallel dorsal fins of the Owen 
Stanley ° 

For the first time in this war, 
the great equatorial rain forest 
which girdles the entire world’s 
circumference, crossing Africa, 
South America as well as Borneo 
and Sumatra, is a sustained bat- 
tleground. It is a strange region 
anywhere, but here it is lonely, wet 
and terrifying. 

Great tree ferns, their leaves for- 
ever bright with mist, thrust out 
their arms from the black walls of 
precipitous rock and the disordered 
pell-mell of enormous slate bould- 
ers. Animals are few because the 
gun is little seen. The atmosphere 
is clammy cold, and hands upon 
a rifle grow damp with wet chill. 

Snipers Active. 

Sudden, isolated rifle cracks 
speak across misty gullies as scouts 
try to pick off sentries. Through 
the gloomy clouds that hang over- 
head or scud across the intervening 
ramparts of black rock comes only 
an occasional shaft of sunlight, and 
it is gone before men, crouching 
behind rock, can emerge to dry 
out their muggy clothing. 

Even at 14,000 feet, the height 

levels of the uttermost peaks, there 
is rarely sunlight, and never snow. 
The trickle of water whispering 
ainong the rocks is the only con- 
nt sound. 
’ Altitude itself is a bitter antag- 
onist amid a 6000-foot network of 
interlacing ravines upon the broad 
back of the mountain chain. Aus- 
tralian fighters now meeting Jap- 
anese are, like their antagonists, 
undergoing a struggle for breath 
as well as mastery. The air is 
thin as well as wet. Yet the neces- 
sity to leap and Climb swiftly 
among boulders as big as a house, 
without exposing a single move- 
ment to well-camouflaged Japanese 
scouts, is at such an altitude a test 
of endurance. 

When one considers that heavy 
mortars, 
base plates, must be tugged b 
hand or carried on backs from one 


being as often vertical as hori- 
zontal, the effort in merely keep- 
ing the breath, or even the heart 
action unstrained, is formidable. 
No human beings, either natives 
or Australians, have ever attempt- 
ed tropical fighting before this 


_ ‘war at such an altitude or under 


these rigorous circumstances, Aus- 
tralians are by nature a people of 
dry plains and dry, hot desert, and 
their progressive urbanization and 
the tendency to move to the sea- 
coast, factories and cities has made 
the pioneer type of Australian rare 
and the Australian moutaineer al- 
most non-existent. 
Natives Shun Mountains. 


Native Papuans, with their puff- 
ball black heads and loin clothes, 
have always shunned the moun- 
tains because of their insupportable 
climate and the necessity to have 
clothes there which they do not 

and because of the eerie, 
sunless, haunted atmosphere. Low- 
land carriers taken to the moun- 
tains suffer sometimes more from 
the altitude than white men, and 
frequently they die. Two, for ex- 
ample, who bore cameras for news- 
ree] photographers in a recent film 
now being shown in Australia, died 
of pneumonia en route, even 
though, in this case, the aggregate 
period at high altitude was only 
three days. It was in order to 
avoid the black reaches of New 
Guinea’s mountains that the fa- 
mous gold-carrying air transport 
system was first developed. 

Australia, counting upon Singa- 
pore and the Dutch East Indies to 
hold, had no way of anticipating 
that Port Moresby would become 
her Singapore and that a battle in 
the mountains would be necessary 
for the defense of Port Moresby 
from an attack by land. The Aus- 
tralians, considering themselves 
able to fight anywhere they have 
to, like the Americans, never de- 


veloped a specialist mountain 
corps. 
Japanese Mountain Troops. 


The Japanese troops fighting to- 
ward Port Moresby, however, were 
trained for high altitude war as 
part of the thorough Japanese plan 
for Far Eastern conguest. While 
American Marines were hewing 
their way through Nicaragua's 
lofty jungles, their Japanese pro- 
totypes were hardening them- 
selves in Formosa for a battle that 
would one day be fought in the 


Australia ever their 
eventual world-wide role, perhaps 
their training would have been 
similar, 

As it is, the New Guinea situa- 
tion must be faced in terms of the 
axiom that only experience makes 
a soldier. The Japanese, by school- 
ing, learned what the Australians 
rapidly are learning under fire and 
what Americans stil) have to learn.

At present, besides the already, 
cited difficulties, the matter of sup- 
ply and transport is exerting criti- 
cal influence upon this war in the 
rain-washed “roof of the world.” 
It is not only a battle of lungs and 
hearts, but of bellies. The bigger, 
looser frames of the Australians 
are used to nourishing food and 
they require more poundage per 
man than the rice-and-yam-eating 
Japanese. More food poundage 
brought up from Allied advance 
bases means less ammunition. 
Along the several days’ journey up- 
ward through the slippery, clammy 
path, the carrier must also carry 
food for himself. Thus, in one of 
the most scarcely-populated trop- 
ical regions of the world, a labor 
problem is created. 


One white man cannot serve as 
a carrier for another, however 
willing to sweat his way up the 
mountain trail he may be. By the 
time he reached the “roof” his 
energies would have obliged him to 
consume for food the whole pound- 
age upon his back. How can Mac- 
Arthur’s Australian commanders 
bring together sufficient Papuans 
to keep the mountain troops fed 
and nourished? This question is 

ing answered with all energy and 

oroughness, It is wrong to think 
of Australian troops learning trop- 
ical mountain fighting as requiring 
a batman each, just as it is exag- 
gerated to picture the Japanese as 
some miracle fighter capable as 
living like an animal off his own 
fat. 


Japanese Live Off Country. 


The Japanese have bearers, too, 
many of them being natives pressed 
into service and brought over from 
New Britain and the Rabaul re- 
gion. But their dependence is con- 
siderably less upon food carriers 
and most of the bearers are used 
for war material. The Japanese 
Institute of Tropical Warfare has 
made a study of edible wild plants 
throughout their intended empire 
with the systematic intention of 
making every soldier as little de- 
pendent upon lines of supply as 
possible. The Japanese soldier's 
little bag of rice and meat is in- 
tended as savories rather than 
staples and instructions are to start 
living off the country as quickly as 
possible. 

Wherever the Rising Sun flag 
is planted, a vegetable garden fol- 
lows soon afterward as part of the 


’ position to another, with changes Japanese soldier’s regular 16-hour 


fighting day. Where rear troops 
grow their own food, it means less 
transport devoted to their suste- 
nance and hence more advancing 
forces engaged in the forward 
areas. Every change in the bal- 
ance of requirements for food 
transport means also an improve- 
ment in the shipment of the pro- 
portion of arms; less food means 
more and bigger guns in the moun- 
tains. Or it means, as today in 
New Guinea, that the Japanese are 
able to sustain a bigger force in 
a given inaccessible area. More 
troops enable the enemy to make 
such outflanking movements as 
are admitted today. 
Air Supply Difficulties. 


Given the long record of air ex- 
ploitation of New Guinea, the first 
inquiry of a visitor to Port Mores- 
by is always whether our troops 
are being supplied like the gold 
minopzs with supplies dropped from 
the air. It would be giving au- 
thorities less than their due credit 
to presume that, because this 
standard method of supply in mod- 
ern warfare was still not being 
used on a large scale, it has been 
neglected or ignored. But the dif- 
ficulties of air supply in moun- 
tains forever hooded in clouds 
must be seen in order to be ap- 
preciated. It requires more than 
exceptional courage for a pilot to 
be able to fly two miles a minute 
through narrow misty valleys 
walled with black slate while seek- 
ing a tiny ground signal. It also 
requires a considerakie supply of 
transport aircraft in reserve, for 

es are sure to be sustained 
under such a system. 

Even by exploiting air supply to 
the utmost, Allied Generals are 
still leaving themselves the funda- 
mental problem in the fact that 
the Anglo-Saxon troops under 
tropical battle conditions simply 
require more than Japanese, and 
somehow that must reach them. 
Wherever the inured and imperial- 
minded Japanese make up their 
minds to hide in the jungle, the 
Allied capacity to seek them out 
and destroy them depends not 
alone upon cutting off their slen- 
der and relatively unimportant line 
of supplies but upon becoming in 
themselves troops capable of en- 
during greater hardships and rec- 
ognizing that they have commen- 
surate political stakes in the out- 
come of the surging Japanese push 
to snatch an empire. 

What the Allies are doing is feel- 
ing their way toward the develop- 
ment of a corps of elite jungle 
fighters capable of enduring any 
altitude, any heat and cold that a 
Japanese can, without making 
greater demands upon bases for 
sustenance or support. That idea 
is likely to take root before long 
as the Japanese push toward Port 
Moresby.

It is said to have been the cus- 
tom of the State Department — 
where two copies were worn out 
every year—to refer grumblers to 
a work whicH Wriston prepared as 
a thesis for his doctor’s degree at 
Harvard, The title is “Executive 
Agents in American Foreign Rela- 
tions.” The fact was established 
that without benefit of the Senate 
various Presidents had appointed 
more than 1000 such confidential 
representatives; and that the first, 
Gouverneur Morris, was sent on a 
mission to England by Washington 
himself. 


In January, 1940, the State De- 
partment set up a committee, with 
Under Secretary Sumner Welles as 
chairman, to study the long-range 
effects of war policies. It was 
sometimes known as “the Peace 
Plan Committee.” According to un- 
official report, one valued textbook 
has been Dr. Wriston’s “Prepare 
for Peace.” It presents a searching 
analysis of tactical flaws in the or- 
ganization of the American dele- 
gation to the Paris Conference, and 
also an astute prospectus of terms 
on which any durable peace treaty 
must be founded. 


It rejects reparations as self- 
defeating, and insists that if a 
peace settlement is to survive in 
‘action it should be acceptable to 
vanquished as well as victors. One 
suggestion is that the State De- 
partment should create a Foreign 
Service College to train picked 
diplomats in the grand strategy of 
peace. It would be on the model 
of the Army and Navy war col- 
leges, which train picked soldiers 
and sailors in the grand strategy 
of battle. 


Another of his books, “The Na- 
ture of a Liberal College,” was 
published in 1937. It defended the 
humanities as fostering personality 
rather than fitness for vocations. 
Privately endowed colleges are 
necessary, Dr. Wriston argued, as 
a refuge for dissent, a guarantee 
of intellectual liberty and a bul- 
wark against regimentation of 
thought in state-controlled institu- 
tions. 


Leader in Economy Group. 


Partly on account of this volume, 
Dr. Wriston was invited to become 
chairman of a Citizens Emergency 
Committee on Non-defense Ex- 
penditures, which was organized 
during the summer of 1941 by pres- 
idents of private colleges who 
feared inflation would destroy en- 
dowments. He took the leadership 
in what became @ widespread cam- 
paign against Government extrava- 
gance. Though two-thirds of the 
committee’s members were college 
executives and professors, the 
chairman’s activities—usually by 
long-distance telephone — brought 
him in touch with chieftains of 
the economy bloc in Congress, of 
both parties; with state and city 
officials throughout the country, 
and with business personages in 
hundreds of localities. 

‘ Credited to the committee was 
an amendment to the Revenue Act 
of 1941 which set up a joint con- 
gressional body, with Senator Har- 
ry F. Byrd at its head, to study 
the budget situation and recom- 
mend wholesale cuts in non-essen- 
tial spending. For t@e mobiliza- 
tion of public opinion, the “Wris- 
ton Committee,”«as it came to be 
known, organized a speakers’ bu- 
reau, local economy clubs and a 
national crusade against legisla- 
tive pork barrels and log-rolling. 


Nominally a Republican, Dr. 
Wriston is so detached from parti- 
sanship as to believe it necessary 
on principle to strengthen the par- 
ty happening at the moment to be 
down. He has wriften shattering 
blasts against Republican. tariffs 
and excorigted the foreign policy 
of the Harding-Hoover era as a 
ruinous “flight from reality,” 
which could not be absolved of re- 
sponsibility for the current war. 
Far from being a devotee of lais- 
sez faire, he acknowledges that 
even in time of peace government 
regulation had become imperative 
in many areas. He insists, how- 
ever, that Pederal agencies should 
not attempt nagement, but lim- 
it themselves regulation—~—and 
as little of that as possible.

The high func- 
tion of the machine, he asserted, is 
the creation of wealth for man- 
kind on a scale never before known 
He brushed technological employ- 
ment aside as a detail of transi- 
tion, with the remark that it is 
easier today for a worker to shift 
from one assembly line to another 
than it wag in the past to retrain 
himself in a new handicraft, He 
defined autarchy as a regime of 
scarcity, substitutes and impover- 
ishment; and condemned all sys- 
tems of statism, from the mildest 
“planned economy” to out-and-out 
self-sufficiency, in the degree to 
which they cripple the machine's 
essential function—the output of 
popular abundance. 


While waging what was then an 
undeclared war in behalf of de- 
mocracy, he went on, the Roose- 
velt administration had adopted 


onstrating thereby that “incoher- 
ence” is certain when politics en- 
deavors to absorb an activity so 
alien as economics. “When Loan 
Administrator Jesse H. Jones spoke 
of a nation as a good risk,” ac- 
cording to Dr. Wriston, “his words 
were not those of a banker but a 
governmental officer supporting a 
political objective.” 


Theory of Capitalism. 


In his view, capitalism evolved 
spontaneously as an indispensable 
implement of the industrial revo- 
lution: It presupposes free play 
of materials and products among 
all peoples. Its lifesprings are in- 
dividual enterprise rather than 
social management, and risk rather 
than security of investment. Like 
all human institutions, it is im- 
perfect; but the flaws have been 
exaggerated by measuring it 
against Utopia, instead of employ~ 
ing other economic systems—slav- 
ery, feudalism or mercantilism—as 
bases of comparison, Dr. Wriston 
judges that capitalism promoted a 
higher standard of living than any 
previous order and excelled them 
all in nourishing the spiritual free- 
doms of democracy. 


Dr. Wriston has held but one 
public office. Years ago he was a 
member of a ward committee in 
the town of Malden, Mass. He 
made a speech or so during the 
Willkie presidential] campaign but 
confined his discourses to the third 
term issue, Of late he has some- 
times been mentioned as a poten- 
tial candidate for high preferment, 
but he disclaims political ambition 
and pleads a characteristic motive. 
“Politics, rightly enough,” he main- 
tains, “employs a technique of com- 
promise that is foreign to the in- 
tegrity of scholarship.”

“Mr, Hull is convinced that but 
for this careful handling the Jap- 
anese would have attacked in the 
fall of 1940, in which case they 
would have met no resistance 
worthy of the name short of Aus- 
tralia or India (and perhaps not 
even there); or in the spring of 
1941, in which case Hitler might 
have found it unnecessary to in- 
vade Russia. It must be remem- 
bered that, from January, 1941, on, 
the State Department had infor- 
mation ag to Hitler’s intention to 
turn eastward. Until the assault 
on Russia actually was launched, 
the possibility was always in the 
mind of our Government that hos- 
tilities in the Far East might 
change Hitler’s plans, encouraging 
him instead to throw his full force 
against the sea powers of the 
West.” 

The authors assert also that Sec- 
retary Hull, during the months be- 
fore Pearl Harbor, considered the 
chances of preserving peace not 
better than one in 50, but he per- 
sisted in his hope that the Jap- 
anese militarists, whom he de- 
scribed as “those damned sway- 
backs,” might come to their senses. 


Examples of Difficulties. 

One of the most favorable fea- 
tures of the book is its lucid ex- 
position of the difficulties con- 
fronting diverse Allied officials 
when they seek to arrive at a 
common policy. In the Far East- 
ern crisis,.the Chinese absolutely 
refused to approve a three-month 
“truce” with the Japanese, and the 
memorandum of Nov. 26 was the 
final word. | 

A much simpler example is the 
difficulties of President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill over 
the trade of British bases for 
United States destroyers which 
threatened political repercussions 
in this country and Britain. For 
domestic political reasons, especial- 
ly for effect on his Conservative 
party, Churchill wanted to give the 
Atlantic bases gratis to this coun- 
try, believing the English public 
would reluctantly approve such an 
open-handed gesture while they 
would condemn a swap in which 
their Prime Minister received less 
than he had given. The-President, 
on the other hand, did not want 
this country to have sovereignty 
over any more impoverished 
islands—“headaches” he called 
them. The haggling went on for 
weeks, neither leader giving in. 
After several mix-ups, Secretary 
Hull resolved the difficulty by hav- 
ing this country accept “freely 
and without consideration” some 
of the bases while the destroyers 
were traded for the others. 

Although the book is laudatory

first of these units, activated at 
Fort Meade, Maryland, in April, 
is already in operation with troops 
overseas and others are in prep- 
aration. Special Service Units Six 
And Seven now are being trained 
here at Fort Leonard Wood, both 
in the care and handling of the 
recreational equipment and, since 
some of the men in the units are 
showmen specialists, in the actual 
impromptu entertaining of troops. 
As part of their training they go 
through the maneuvers of setting 
up their entertainment devices in 
“simulated field conditions” in a 
hilly, wooded section in the wilds 
of Fort Leonard Wood, just

Luxembourg or wherever?” we pur- 
sued, still finding it hard to visu- 
alize ping pong tables backing up 
machine guns.

There are others, who never read © 


more in the newspapers than the 
comic pages, who say, “What ever 
became of the Marx Brothers? I 
liked those crazy fools.” And they 
will recall how all the Marxes and 
several other people crowded into 
one small steamer stateroom in 
“A Night at the Opera” and how 
the scenery went sailing up and 
down during the opera perform- 
ance in the same picture. And 
they will ho-ho-ho again just think- 
ing of it. . 

Others will have been profoundly 
impressed by the drama in “Kitty 
Foyle,” the gloomy characteriza- 
tions in “Kings Row” or the spine- 
tingling thrills of “Navy Blue and 
Gold.” And a big audience is just 
waiting to see “For Whom The 
Bell Tolls” on the screen. They 
hope, they hope just real hard, 
that the “movies” wen’t spoil such 
a grand story. 

The chances are darned good 
this time that the “movies” won't. 
For the “movies” in this case is 
Director Sam Wood and he had 
directed every last picture already 
listed here and dozens of others. 
Including “The Pride of the 
Yankees,” not yet on St. Louis 
screens. 

Other movie directors may have 
moments of inspiration telling 
them just how far to go to get a 
laugh or tear, Other movie direc- 
tors may have no inspiration at 
all. Sam Wood is one of the “old 
heads.” He doesn’t have to have 
inspirations any more. He has ex- 
perience. 

Yet if the Los Angeles real estate 
boom hadn’t collapsed under Sam 
Wood’s feet, he might be selling 
city lots instead of being the 
screen’s most-in-demand director- 
producer. 

Wood came into the industry in 
the first place to protect an invest- 
ment in some early one-reelers. 
Later he returned to it because he 
was broke. He developed some of 
the outstanding personalities of 
silent days, among them Wallace 
Reid, Gloria Swanson and Rudolph 
Valentino. Then, after years of 
good, workmanlike endeavor, he 
suddenly sprang to the forefront 
with the inspired “Mr. Chips.” Now 
the Wood name on a film is its 
hallmark of quality. 

Sam comes of a lusty, pioneer 
stock which had adventure in its 
blood, even though engaged in the 
seemingly unexciting business of 
manufacturing worsted yarn. The 
company was Sam A. Wood & 
Sons of Philadelphia, in which 
young Sam’s father, William, was 
a partner. 

An allround athlete at the M. 
Hall Stanton School, where he 
played football and baseball and 
was a member of the crew, young 
Sam had considered the legal pro- 
fession, but a slump in the family 
fortunes persuaded him to try his 
luck at gold mining in Alaska. 
From Alaska, he went to Reno, but 
struck no luck in either place. 
Hitting San Francisco during a 
realty boom, he put out his shingle 
and soon had amassed a nice nest 
egg. 

A figure in the realty world at 
23, Sam became friendly with 
such threatrical names as Lewis 
Stone, Charles Ruggles and Fay 
Bainter. General Films then had 
a virtual monopoly in the film 
business. Sam was approached by 
several producers and would-be 
producers who wanted him to in- 
vest with them. 

There was a time when Sam 
was a fairly wealthy subdivider,

courses has never found Poe’s “The Raven” any more understand- 

able than the latest surrealist splash of paint or a philosophy 
lecture following after lunch, “The Loves of Edgar Allan Poe,” cur- 
rently at the St. Louis Theater, goes far teward clearing the air. Here, 
in an unpretentious picture only an hour ~~ is a new approach to the 
moody genius of the last century. 

Played in second position to a Michael Shayne whodunit, “The 
Loves of Edgar Allan Poe” comes to town with little fanfare attending 
it. Indeed, one has reason to believe there has been something of 
timidity about the whole business, through production and exhibition. 
But “The Loves of Edgar Allan Poe,” whatever its limitations or dis- 
appointments, has a straightforward sincerity that is most captivating. 
Some of the patrons of the St. Louis on opening night quite openly 
shared Eddie’s grief over Virginia, some others were even moved to 
applaud the picture as a whole.

‘6 HE LOVES OF EDGAR ALLAN POE” has its failings. For 
To: thing, it is far too short. The intricate arabesques of Poe’s 
character can only be indicated by the film. As far as it goes, 

the film is all right—it could have gone farther. 

More than that, it has been made with an eye to economy that 
sometimes proves a handicap, as where a flash of the University of 
Virginia shows us modern buildings instead of a set of famous struc- 
tures in Roman revival style. Or where the Philadelphia of Poe’s day 
is seen as the Philadelphia of 1942. 

Again, too little of Poe’s poetry is heard—some few lines from “The 
Raven,” a few from “Annabel Lee” and scattered excerpts elsewhere. 
Nothing is said of Poe’s paternity of the modern detective story or his 
many other literary accomplishments. The film is even a little shy on 
“loves” for more than two could have been brought in. 


Yet the circumstances of Poe’s adoption by the Allan family, the 
violence of Poe’s quarrels with his foster father, the intercepted corre- 
spondence between him and his sweetheart, Elmira Royster, his gam- 
bling, his drinking, his editorship of the Southern Literary Messenger 
and Graham’s Magazine, his residence at Fordham and the death of his 
child-wife, Virginia, are set forth in direct, unaffected fashion. No 
attempt is made to weave a central theme through the narrative. 
Where gaps are necessary, a narrator takes over and bridges the years 
or months.

HE problems of capital gains and lossem have been among the 
most persistent in the income tax. For more than 20 years our 
tax laws have contained special provisions on this question, and 


in the last decade these have been changed with bewildering fre- 


quency. 

Should capital gains be taxed at 
all? It is often vigorously argued 
that capital gains are not income 
by nature and should not be sub- 
jected to an income tax. It is per- 
haps of some significance that this 
contention is usually advanced on 
the financial pages of the news- 
papers and by those,who deal in 
stocks and bonds. It cannot, how- 
ever, be so lightly tossed aside. It 
carries an element of truth, So far 
as capital gains are the result of a 
general rise in prices, they are an 
illusory sort of income. Let us sup- 
pose a man who buys a house in 
Pittsburgh for $5000. Some years 
later he gets another job in Detroit 
and selis the house for $10,000. We 
say that he has a capital gain of 
$5000. But if it develops that he 
now has to pay $10,000 for a house 
in Detroit which is no better than 
the one he had in Pittsburgh, it is 
hard to see that his economic po- 
sition has been improved. It is not 
easy to assert that he has really 
derived $5000 in income. 

But many changes in capital 
value, and probably most, are not 
the mere result of general changes 
in the price level. If it were other- 
wise, there would be no speculation 
on the stock exchanges. Millions of 
transactions are carried through 
every year in which gains or losses 
are made which have little or no 
relation to the general price level. 
Gains of this sort, when made, are 
as good a source of the means to 
buy food and clothing and luxuries 
as any other type of income. Such 
gains are as truly income as are 
the gains of a storekeeper who 
buys a can of soup for 7 cents and 
sells it for 10 cents. It seems hard 
to escape the conclusion that these 
gains should be taxed; and the 


A wholly satisfactory solution is still to be found, 


sold at a gain, the gain is realized 
all at once, although it may in fact 
have accrued over a considerable 
period of time while the invest- 
ment was being held, To tax it as 
a single year’s income is obviously 
unfair. If the tax is too high there 
is some danger that the owner 
may not sell it when he has a 
chance, This may tend to create 
artificial scarcities, with accom- 
panying rises in prices, 

In 1921 Congress undertook to 
deal with this situation by fixing a 
maximum rate on the taxation of 
capital gains. Gains on the sale of 
an asset held for more than two 
years were subjected to tax at a 
rate not higher than 12% per cent. 
The law continued in this form 
for many years. For the year 
1928, 575 million dollars was col- 
lected in taxes on capital gains of 
individuals. This was nearly as 
much as was collected in regular 
income taxes on ordinary income 
for the same year. 

When the depression came in 
1930 another aspect of the problem 
made its appearance. This was the 
effect of capital losses. If capital 
gains are taxed, then should not 
capital losses be deductible? Our 
law had operated on that basis for 
many years. In the depression 
years Many persons who had sub- 
stantial ordinary incomes were 
thus able to eliminate their income- 
tax liability because of the capital 
losses they had sustained. The 
figures show that_we lost 132 mil- 
lion dollars in payments from 
capital losses of individuals for 
1931' and 116 million dollars for 
1932,

These sums are s0 
small that it is frequently argued 
that they show that the whole tax 
should be abandoned, But apart 
from the revenue yield, there re- 
mains a problem of the distribu- 
tion of the burden. The figures 
given above are made up of dif- 
ference between the taxes on those 
who had capital gains and the 
taxes saved by those who had cap- 
ital losses. If one man has a $1000 
capital loss, he would not be likely 
to be satisfied with being told that 
he can have no deduction because 
someone else has a $1000 tax-free 
capital gain. 

There are two major problems in 
the handling of capital gains and 
losses. One is the time question, 
the fact that gains are ordinarily 
realized over a period of years so 
that a tax on the whole gain at 
graduated rates is unfair and may 
have unfortunate economic results. 
The other is the capital loss prob- 
lem, the fact that when capital 
losses are deducted against ordi- 
nary income, the revenues suffer 
=\severely. These problems may be 
filargely met by recognizing that 
capital gains and losses should be 
handled separately from ordinary 
income. Capital gains should be 

ed, but only net capital gains. 
Capital losses should be deducti- 
ble against capital gains over a 
long period of time—as long as is 
administratively feasible—so that 
in the long run a taxpayer will get 
full allowance for his capital 
Josses against his capital gains, 
and will only pay tax on the differ- 
ence. At the same time, capital 
losses should not generally be al- 
lowed as deductions against ordi- 
nary income. Capital transactions 
where the propery has been held 
for a substantial period of time 
should be segregated, and treated 
as a special class of income taxa- 
ble at a fixed and relatively low 
rate, 

The current revenue Dill as 
passed by the House took a firm 
step in this direction. Under the 
House provision, capital losses of 
individuals may be deducted
